The land on

was built, he p oints out, 
was p urchased by p riv ate 
funds 
for 
$ 175,000. 
The 
building on it was constructed and furnished at 
a cost of $ 5,500,000, for which there was no tax 
lev y on Nebraska taxp ayers. 
Land for the 
Children’s Memorial Hosp ital was leased from 
the Univ ersity of Nebraska, he writes, and the 
facility was built and furnished without tax lev y 
at a co^ of $ 1,450,000. "Die land for the C. Louis 
Meyer Memorial Center, the Hattie B, Munroc 
Home, and the Dr. Lord School for Handicap p ed 
Children (yet to be built) was furnished by Ne­ 
braska tax dollars at a cc« t of $ 480,000. 
The 
Meyer Memorial and Munroe Home yet to be 
constructed will be comp leted, he says, without 
tax lev y at a cost of $ 1,750,000 v rith funds sup ­ 
p lied by Washington. 
Land and a building 
known en the Doctor’s Building is a p riv ate 
v enture, we are told, and rep resents an inv est­ 
ment of $ 3,000,000. The p rop osed exp ansion of 
the Children’s Memorial Hosp ital at a cost uf 
an ap p roximate million dollars is not within the 
tax budget. The medical center rep resents an 
inv estment of still another million either under­ 
way or on the drawing boards, housing activ i­ 
ties imp ortant and v ital to any great medical 
center.

S o there you hav e it—an ap p roximate $ 14,(MM).- 
300 
inv estment

p lant—largely 
through p riv ate benefactors. It is a rather con­ 
v incing 
showing, 
intended 
to 
p ersuade

p eop le of Nebraska they are getting a magnlli- 
eent, badly-needed medical center of the finest 
standards at v irtually no cost to themselv es in 
tax dollars. He hav e no desire to quibble or 
quarrel with this ardent adv ocate of a medical 
center. Yet the fact rem ains that it is not 
solely the question of the inv estment in build­ 
ings, imp ressiv e as that is, to be considered. 
Hbenev er a medical center takes shap e Iheit * 
are years and years ahead inv olv ing the increas­ 
ing costs of maintenance—up keep if that is the 
word for it.

Not Our Kind 


Sam Dawson, AsscKiiated Press commentator 
on the state of business, admits that trade is 
currently in 
the 
doldrums 
but he 
assures 
America that the national economy will emerge 
from the v acation time lull as strong as ev er. 
Perhai» business will reach ev en a new p eak 
by year end. 
He sunns it up by saying that good times 
seem likely to hang around for the rest of the 
year. 
No one wtnild be ungrateful enough to court 
a dep ression and all must admit that full em ­ 
p loyment is a cheerful state. But for the rank 
and file this constant drum beating about p ros­ 
p erity falls a little short of total satisfaction. 
Mr. Dawson’s rem arks would be better taken 
if there were some encouraging references to 
falling p rices. 
There is this about the cu rrent agricultural 
economy. Its struggles with surp luses and de­ 
clining p rices could come to some sort of satis­ 
factory solution if p rices for that which agricul­ 
tu re buys would decline in some p rop ortion to 
falling p roduction and falling farm income. But 
high commodity p rices, ev er wi the increase, 
make the p roblem steadily more acute. Re­ 
gardless of the busy-ness of the nation the farm ­ 
ing sections fail to find that a source of sp ecial 
joy. 
Concurrently with the Dawson surv ey another 
source announced that the consumer p rice index 
by the end of May had risen to 119.6 p er cent of 
the 1947-48 dollar, of to p ut it another way 
today’s dollar will buy 80 cents worth of the 
1947-48 dollar. 
This p laces the homemaker in 
a p osition analogous to that of the farm er. 
It is an odd sort of p rosp erity where ev ery­ 
one does constantly better and comes out p ro­ 
gressiv ely worse. 


Election Day 
Wednesday in this country will be ju st the day 
before the Fou rth, a time for last minute p lan­ 
ning of a holiday. But in Egyp t it will be differ­ 
ent. It will be that natitMi’s first election day 
since 1952. Dictator N asser is staging the elec­ 
tion to giv e his regime the facade of dem ocracy 
and p op ularity. 
It will not take any exp ert p rop hets to figure 
out who will win. That has already been taken 
care of. Of 1,210 who declared an intention of 
standing for office half were rejected at the out­ 
set as unsuitable. A commitee headed by Nasser 
himself went ov er the list. If any dissidents get 
into the Egyp tian p arliam ent it will only be a 
reflection on the com m ittee’s diligence. But we 
p resume if there are any doubtful ones they will 
be carefully counted out before the results are 
announced. 


Hold That Cliche! 
Officials of the national archiv es hav t set forth 
on what they term a new p roject. They are going 
to rid gov ernment letter writing of its cliches— 
such as “ Your’s of the 12 inst receiv ed.” They 
believ e if their crusade succeeds they will sav e 
the taxp ayers an incalculable amount of p ap er, 
p ostage and of course money, assuming if the 
letters state only what the writer inttnds to say 
It will take greatly fewer stenograp hers. 
That sounds almost too good and as a first sug­ 
gestion the officials should eliminate their own 
word “ p roject" which in itself has become a first 
class cliche. As a second suggestion they could 
be adv ised that a better objectiv e than the one

debates at the Washington Nav al 
Conference of

As one who has cov ered one H- 
bomb and maybe a dozen A-bomb 
tests It occurs to me that it is not 
going to m ake much difference to 
the v ictim whether he is cinder- 
ized by a “ clean” new bomb or a 
“ dirty” olH one. There is a limit 
to fastidiousness in this field. 
Of course, it’s an interesting and 
significant 
dev elop ment,

The scientists 
resp onsible for it hav e assured the 
Pre.sident that if nuclear tests can 
be continued for another four or 
fiv e years the absolute “ clean” 
bomb will be bred.

op p ose the new law. And while 
they seem to get less p ublicity,^ 
cats can p robably boast of about 
as'm any achiev ements as dogs.

She was infcrmed that her, re­ 
quest h ad , been inv estigated and 
funds p rop osed in the 1957-58 fis­ 
cal year budget to take care of the 
light. Making the budget p rop osal, 
howev er, and g e t t i n g the ap ­ 
p rop riation are two different m at­ 
ters. 


Street lights are only a few of 
the city serv ices that will be di- 


rectly affected by the budget soon 
to be p rep ared by the Council. 
How many p icnic tables are found 
in the p arks and how much equip ­ 
ment the p arks contain will be de­ 
term ined in the budget. Likewise, 
such 
things 
as 
p av ing 
rep air, 
street 
cleaning, 
fire 
equip ment 
and m any others hav ing to do with 
direct p ublic serv ice will be set­ 
tled with the budget. 


There will’also be items not con­ 
sidered as direct serv ice such as 
p hysical p lant maintenance, salarv 
ies, sup p lies, etc. The p ublic will 
little know about these item s but 
.they will notice the serv ice items. 
What should be 
remembered

that if they want the serv ices, they 
will hav e to p ay the taxes for 
them.

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NU Students Get 67?^ Of Credit Hours In State

Of the total credit hours earned 
in higher education institutions in 
Nebraska, 67 per cent were gained 
at the University of Nebraska. 
This is the result of a recently 
completed study of the University 
and the state’s four teachers col­ 
leges. 
Related costs of the teachers col­ 
leges and the University indicate 
that the University was credited 
with 2.50,150 credit hours of a to­ 
tal of 370,741 in the study period. 
This took in a year’s period from 
Ju ly to July, 1955-50. for the Nor­ 
mal Schools and 1956-57, including 
the summer school for the Univer­ 
sity. 


Kearney 12 Per Cent 


Of the total credit hours earned 
at all schools, Kearney accounted 
for 12 per cent, Wayne 9 per cent, 
Chadron, 5 and Peru, 4, 
A credit hour is a unit system 
indicating hours of classroom work 
a week for a semester period. 
On a cost basis for each credit 
hour earned, the University of Ne­ 
braska averaged from $30 to $35; 
Kearney, $11; Wayne, $13.5; Chad­ 
ron, $18.5, and Peru, $22.5. 
Broken down, this indicates that 


the University with a budget of 
$17.8 million for the 1955-57 bien­ 
nium, accounted for only double 
the credit hours of the Normal 
! Schools.

same period was around $3.5 mil- 
' lion.
